help from the Special Fund, :'‘hey’ would 
simply do as they had done before... If he 
saw his way to puta stop to corruption and 
erime in-any other way. than was now 
adopted, he would ba. happy to do it; but 
he could not do it.’

The Colonial Secretary “remarked . that

had been expended on other purposes. 

The Colonial. Secretary remarked: that, 
although voted for special. purpusea, any 
funds could be used. by the Executive to 
maintain the. public credit, if such sums 
had’ been coveréd : by votes... The . hon. 
members had’ claimed the right to vote all 
sums from the Special. Fund; and :prasti- 
cally that right had been conceded. ‘Tho 
difference between. the voted !Police ‘expen- 
diture of 67 and ’68 and: that of ’66 was 
about $90,000; the suin of $13,000 was 
shown as paid out of the Spevial Fund (as 
explained by the Governor); and the: ba- 
lance at the-credit of the Special Fuad at 
the end of 1868, was therefore $160,000, 
Which was carried to the account of 1869-70, 

Hl. E. observed that it was very useful’ 
to have such discussions, They would re- 
member, though ie now governed a, Crown 
Colony, he bad also - been Governor in re- 
sponsible governments, where the forms 


were different : he would be the last tobe 
{ obstruotive, and indeed he believed a great 


deal~of common sense bad been’. shown. 
| However, .it waa always found that what- 
ever estimates were drawn up and passed,
